REFORM MOVEMENT IN FRANCE. 


TRULY, as Sterne said over a century ago, 
“they order this matter better in France.” 
While the book-trade of this country and else- 
where are discussing the problem of reducing 
the advertised prices of books, French pub- 
lishers and booksellers have found another 
solution. As noted by us earlier in the year, 
the French retail book-trade, unable to induce 
the publishers to protect them against loss in 
selling books, either by reducing the adver- 
tised price of their books or by increasing the 
discount to the retail trade, unanimously 
agreed themselves to lessen the discount 
made to private buyers. The movement did 
not result in any appreciable diminution of 
trade, and the publishers, no doubt encour- 
aged by the success of the line of action 
adopted by the retail trade, and pushed to the 
wall by advances in the price of paper— 
amounting in cheaper grades to 45 or 50 
per cent.——some months ago raised the 
prices of certain grades of the cheaper books 
on which the manufacturing profit had 
reached the vanishing point. The movement 
began by doubling the price of the 25 centime 
books and by raising the price of the books 
at one franc and upwards from ten to twenty- 
five per cent. As the paper crisis is still 
acute, prices on other grades may also be in- 
creased, in which case a further advance in 
the prices of bouks all along the line seems

probable, the French book-trade being deter- 
mined not to bear the burden of loss alone. 

The progress of this experiment is inter- 
esting, because it seems to demonstrate in a 
practical manner the soundness of a position 
hitherto regarded as untenable by the retail 
book trade, namely, that reform is possible 
from the bottom up. Nowhere was the disor- 
ganization of the retail book trade more com- 
plete than in France, and nowhere was the 
opinion stronger that salvation could come 
only through the initiative of the publisher. 
When every effort failed to bring this about 
the bookseller, in sheer desperation, set to 
work to help himself by returning to saner 
business methods, and demanding from his 
constituency more adequate return for his 
services—in the case of books under a franc 
abolishing the discount to the public alto- 
gether, and in the case of the books at a franc 
and upwards cutting the discount down to 
less than a fifth. Not only has the French 
bookseller succeeded in helping himself, but 
by his example has encouraged the publisher 
to take like steps for his own self-preserva- 
tion. Whether in the present state of com- 
petition in this country similar results could 
be had without the help of publishers is, of 
course, more of a question. 


SWEDISH BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


Ir we except H. Schiick’s “Skrifter i svensk 
literaturhistoria,” in Samlaren, 1887, which 
only incidentally mentions bibliographies, 
Bernhard Lundsted’s report on Swedish bib- 
liography, presented at the Congrés Interna- 
tionale de Bibliographie,* at Paris, last Au- 
gust, is the first list of Swedish bibliographies 
published since 1829, when one was given in 
the introduction to “Svensk bibliographie” 
for that year. 

The literature of bibliographies of bibliog- 
raphy, treating the subject within national 
limits, is fairly numerous. G. Gennadi pub- 
lished a list of Russian bibliographies in for- 
eign languages in Neuer Anszeiger fiir Bib- 
liographie, for 1857 and 1858, and a list of 
similar publications in Russian as a separate 
volume, .(St. Petersburg, 1858.) Another list 
of Russian bibliographies, particularly de- 
voted to history and archxology, published in 
1890, was compiled by H. Bokatchev, as the 
catalogue of his own library. The “Year- 
book of Education,” (New York, 1879,) con- 
tained a list of “practical bibliographical pub- 
lications issued in Germany, Austria, and 
Switzerland,” compiled by Ernst Steiger. The 
first part of G. B. Montarolo’s “Biblioteca 
bibliografica Italiana,” printed in 1885, but

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interrupted by the death of the author, was 
afterwards incorporated in Ottino and Fuma- 
galli’s “Bibliotheca bibliographica Italica, (2 v. 
1889-1895;) of the promised annual supple- 
ments to this work, those for 1895 and 1896 
only seem to have appeared.* C, Mazzi pub- 
lished, in Rivista delle biblioteche, a supple- 
ment to the first volume of Ottino and Fuma- 
galli’s work, which was subsequently re- 
printed as a separate pamphlet. P. Bergh- 
man’s “Répertoire méthodique decimal des 
travaux bibliographiques parus en Belgique, 
1881-1890,” appeared in Bulletin de la Société 
liegeoise de bibliographie, and also in sepa- 
rate form, (Liége, 1890.) The comprehensive 
Swiss national bibliography, compiled and 
published by a special bibliographical commis- 
sion, is introduced by a list of “Travaux bib- 
liographiques preliminaire,” by J. H. Graf. 
The bibliographical literature relating to India 
was recorded by Frank Campbell in 1897, and 
reissued in 1899; the one relating to the Phil- 
ippine Islands by A. G. S. Josephson in Bul- 
letin of Bibliogruphy for October, 1899, was 
reprinted as “Bulletin of bibliography pam- 
phlets, no. 7.” American bibliography was 
first treated by N. Triibner and H. E. Lude- 
wig in a separate chapter of “Triibner’s bib- 
liographical guide to American literature,” 
(London, 1859); by J. Petzhold in Neuer 
Anszeiger fiir Bibliographie for the same 
year; by H. Harrisse, in the introduction to 
his “Bibliotheca vetustissima Americana,” 
(1866;) and by A. Growoll in his “Book-trade 
bibliography in the United States” (New 
York, 1898.) English and American bibliog- 
raphies have been recorded in “Annual lit- 
erary index,” since 1892. 

The bibliography of national bibliographies 
in general was surveyed in 1856 by J. Petz- 
holdt in Neuer Anzeiger fiir Bibliographie, in 
1870; by G. Pawlowski in Polybiblion, (also 
reprinted as a small pamphlet;) and in 1809 
by W. S. Merrill in “Year-book of the Bib- 
liographical Society of Chicago.” 

Dr. Lundstedt’s list is a very useful survey 
of the bibliographical literature of Sweden, 
and, while not claiming absolute completeness, 
is reasonably complete. It is to be hoped 
that the author may add to his material, 
and issue a complete bibliography of Swedish 
bibliographies, with critical and descriptive 
notes. The notes in the present edition are 
oe French translations of the Swedish 
titles. 

There is not as yet any complete bibliogra- 
phy of Swedish literature; but a fairly com- 
prehensive view may be obtained by consult- 
ing different publications, such as “Svenskt 
biografiskt lexikon,” (1835-1892,) in 33 vol- 
umes, not yet completed; “Nordisk familje- 
bok. Konversations-lexikon och realencyclo- 
pedi,” (1876-1899,) 18 volumes, and a supple- 
ment in course of publication; C. J. Len- 
strém’s “Svensk litteratur och konst-his-

ternationale de biblio raphie, (nos. 1-2, for 1900,) an- 
nounces that the Bolletino della Societa bibliografica 
italiana contains an article entitled, “Scritti recenti

bly this means that Ottino’s annual supplement is ‘dis- 
continued. 
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toria,’ (1841;) P. Wieselgren’s “Sveriges 


skéna litteratur,” (1833-1849;) and L. Ham- 


marsk6éld’s “Svenska vittevheten,”’ (1818-10, 
2d ed., 1833.) All of the foregoing contain 


numerous bibliographical references. G. E. 


Klemming’s “Sveriges bibliografi 1481-1600,” 
edited by Aksel Anderson, founded on the 
collections of the Royal Library of Stock- 
holm, but not confined to them, came to a 


standstill in 1892 with the 4th part, carrying 


the work down to 1530. C. G. Warmholtz’s 
“Bibliotheca historica Sveo-Gothica,” printed 


during 1782-1817, is really more than a his- 


torical bibliography, including all books, 


known to the author, earlier than 1782, that 
treat historically of any Swedish subject. 
For the period between 1830 and 1865 we have 


H. Linnstrém’s “Svenskt boklexikon,” a very 


complete and careful work; its continuations, 
from 1865 to 1886, by C. J. Brohery, and from 
1886 to 1895, by A. Thelin and A. Victorin, 
do not come quite up to the high standard set 
by Linnstrém. 

Swedish literature has been annually re- 


corded in “Svensk bibliographie” between 


1828 and 1865, and in “Arskatalog fir 
Svenska boxhandeln” since 1855. Svensk 
bokhandelstidning, since 1863, records the is- 
sues of the press week by week, and is the 
foundation for the annual lists. Periodical 
literature has been recorded by P. W. Tho- 
lander, in 1811, and B. Lundstedt, in 1894- 
1896; the latter work, not yet completed, is a 
particularly important publication. A begin- 
ning to an annual index of articles in period- 
icals was made in 1892 by A. G. S. Joseph- 
son, in Svensk tidskrift, but not followed up. 
School books were catalogued by L. Ham- 
marskéld in 1817-1832; B. Lundstedt, in 1881; 
G. Enestrém, in 1891; and in a list published 
for the Stockholm exhibition in 1897. Doctor 
dissertations and other theses and “program” 
publications were recorded by J. H. Lidén, 
1778-80, by G. Marklin, 1820-56, by C. G. 
Wahlberg, 1877, and by A. G. S. Josephson, 
1892-97, together covering this whole liter- 
ature from the earliest times to 1890. For 
the Paris exhibition in 1900, Aksel Anderson 
compiled a catalogue of the Swedish educa- 
tional exhibit, containing also a bibliography 
relating to universities, libraries, museums, 
learned societies, scientific journals, etc. The 
registers of the members of the various 
learned professions usually give lists of the 
publications of the persons registered. Among 
‘such registers the following should be re- 
membered: “Laroverksmatrikel” (Register 
of high school teachers,) by S. G. Dahl, four 
different issues, (1874-1809;) “Upsala Uni- 


versitets styresman, larare och tjansteman . 


1872-1897.” by Aksel Anderson, contained in 
the memorial volume published by the Uni- 
versity at the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
present king; “Lunds Universitets styrelse. 
styresman. embets olh tjensteman 1668-1868,” 
by M. Weibull and Elof Tegnér; “Svensk 
lakarehistoria ifran Konung Gustaf I:s till 
narvarande tid,” by J. F. Sacklén, (1824- 
1835;) continued by A. H. Wistrand, A. J. 
Bruzelius and C. Edling, (1853-1807. ) 


Lists of anonyms and pseudonyms have been 


published in periodicals or privately printed ; a 
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new comprehensive work, “Svenskt anonym- 
och pseudonym-lexikon,” by L. Bygdén, is in 
course of publication by Svenska Literatur- 
sallskapet. 

Swedish historical literature has been an- 
nually recorded by C. S. Silfverstolpe in His- 
toriskt bibliotek, 1876-1880, and in Historisk 
tidskrift, 1880-1889, by the same author, and 
trom I891 to 1909 by K. Setterwall. Various 
writers have contributed the Swedish part to 
Jahresberichte der Geschichtswissenschaft. 
Literary history is treated in Samlaren, the 
journal of Svenska Literatursallskapet, by 
G. Stjernstrém, (1880-1882,) and E. H. Lind, 
( 1883-1808. ) 

That the Sueco-Finnish bibliography has 
been entirely omitted, is the only serious gap 
in Dr. Lundstedt’s work. No record of Swe- 
dish literature is complete without the litera- 
ture of the Swedes in Finland. I will here 
mention only the catalogue of Swedish belles- 
lettres, published in Finland up to and includ- 
ing the year 1885, by Arvid Hultin, and the 
five years’ catalogues of the whole of Swe- 
dish literature in Finland by H. Bergroth, 1886- 
1890, and Yrjé Hirn, 1891-1895, the two lat- 
ter published by Svenska Literaturs&llskapet 
i Finland. “Finsk biografisk handbook,” in 
course of publication under the editorship of 
Tor Carpelan, will also contain bibliographi- 
cal information.

MODERN PRINTING VAGARIES. 


CoMMENTING on Mr. De Vinne’s remarks 
in the Times Saturday Review, quoted in our 
issue for December 8, Louis Rhead, the well- 
known artist and decorator, in another issue 
of the Times Saturday Review says: 

“Mr. De Vinne’s article in The Review is 
of great interest. Opinions such as these 
are of the utmost value to all who wish to 
know the best in the printer’s art. It is most 
natural that he protests, and strongly, too, 
against the host of wretched imitators of 
William Morris and the style he chose to 
work. This country is now being flooded 
with numberless folk, without money, and 
often without brains, who open up what they 
call a press and begin to print any mortal 
thing they imagine people will buy, with no 
idea whatever either of decorative art or the 
art of printing. Hardly a week passes by 
that we do not get circulars of stuff being 
printed from some corner of this great land. 
It began with a few queer things like The 
Chap-Bock, The Fhilistine, The Lark, and 
others. Some quickly raised their circula- 
tion by puffery and quack art, The Lark be- 
ing the worst rubbish that could possibly be 
made, with not a vestige of art or literature 
in it The Sage of Aurora was sharp enough 
not to dabble in decorating his things. When 
he does it is painfully evident he is utterly 
devoid of even a shadow of the principles of 
decorative laws in the make-up of a book 


On the other hand, Morris was a giant, for 


the very reason that he thoroughly under- 
stood the laws and principles of decoration, 


added to the possession of a rare culture and 
refined art instinct. Mr. De Vinne is right. 
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especially when he says, ‘Morris has but one 
style of printing, (medizval,) and did it 
well,’ but he could have just as easily taken 
up any style or period of printing and done it 
just as well as the style he chose, because of 
his ability and artistic knowledge combined 
with the printer’s craft, as any craft he stud- 
ied he mastered. He had not the advantage 
of a lifelong training as a printer, but took 
it up and did something individually suited 
to his nature of poet and writer.* He chose 
the period because all his literary work and 
ey of his friends saw in it something beau- 
tiful. 
ers, the press, or general public, but sold his 
work privately. 


He did not care a rap for other print- 


“It is a question if a grand prize at the 


Paris Exposition counts for anything, be- 
cause we think Mr. De Vinne himself can 
print as good as any man living, if he had 
other art adjuncts to work with him. We 
will admit this book justifies the award, be- 
cause Mr. De Vinne says so; but then he 
is just as strong in the opinion of his style 
as Morris was in the style he worked in; 
and we hardly need go to Portugal to get 
fine printing, for it seems quite out of place 
that a country which has never been known 
to produce art in any of its branches should 
take the highest honors from America, Eng- 
land, France and Germany, which have for 
centuries done fine work, that can be seen 
now in the great libraries and museums. The 
general public see nothing of the fine print- 
ing done in England, France, or America; it 


goes direct from the printer to the biblio- 
phile, and does not compete for, or care for, 
exposition medals. 

“As to the paper used, however rough- 
faced, we would prefer our finger tips sore 
rather than our eyes sore from the gloss and 
glare of a highly polished, smooth paper, used 
so extensively here for the purpose of get- 
ting the finest cuts sharp and clean. Many 
artists in France and England say they would 
rather have a little roughness in their pic- 
tures than clean and sharp on shiny paper. 
I have heard Mr. Morris time and again 
speak and lecture at the Art Workers’ Guild, 
Clifford’s Inn, Fleet Street, on these very 
subjects, and he always spoke of Japan, 
Dutch, and Whatman papers as being best 
suited to good and finely printed books; and 
have seen him day after day in the Art Li- 
brary of South Kensington poring over an- 
cient books and manuscripts to get the best 
he could for his own use. He certainly did 
not have shiny paper, or ink, either, as both 
make it difficult to see type or cuts. But 
Morris did not expect or think his printing 
perfect. The truth is he could not find a 
printer unhampered by traditions, or one who 
understood decorative art; therefore, for the 
purpose of a complete setting of his own lit- 
erary labors, he bravely went to work and 
did it himself. Everybody who knows what 
art is gives him credit for having done (for 
the short time he studied the craft) what no 
other man had done before. 

“Il have studied for thirty years and 
watched most carefully the best work done 
in books and their decorations—have worked 
and am still working for the best printers in 
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London and Paris—and my opinion is that 
something can be said on both sides, and that 
could the best of each be happily blended, 
perfect work would be the result. 

“It is a well-known fact that Morris was 
wild with rage when he saw unprincipled 
printers here, as well as typefounders, mak- 
ing up his own style for trade advertise- 
ments and cheap books. The fault lies 
rather in those who stoop to do it, and for 
Mr. De Vinne to class the Vale Press along- 
side of Roycroft is queer, to say the least. 
Ricketts does understand the laws of decora- 
tion. He never had an initial bigger than 
his page of type with margin of white paper 
twice the size of both. The question of 
spacing of a page is not a matter of taste, 
but of laws and principles. Few understand 
them, and many printers do not know such a 
thing exists in decorative art, as applied to 
bookmaking. That is exactly why the crowd 
of mushroom printers do and will inflict on 
a long suffering public their vulgar wares, 
which rouses the disgust of such a master as 
Theodore De Vinne. 

“{t is the imitators of Morris who turn 
back the wheels of improvement he did of 
tradition by uot following blindly the path 
of others, and made himself a power which 
can never be torn down or injured by tawdry 
or incompetent workers. For, why is it that 
so many American as well as French biblio- 
philes have bought the Morris books, paying 
such enormous prices, (higher than any 
other modern book,) not because of their 
rarity, but because of their artistic beauty, 
the perfect blending of art and craftsmanship, 
the true understanding and rendering of cor- 
rect decorative laws? If space were allowed, 
this law of decoration could be explained 
more fully. All artists know, or should 
know, the laws of even distribution of space, 
of color, of composition of line, of curvature 
of contrasts, etc. They are all given in Rus- 
kin and others who go deeply into this sub- 
ject, and it is equally important that all who 
are concerned in the making of a book should 
know them. When they do, the result will 
be work as beautiful as that of William 
Morris.” 





LIBRARY OF CONGRESS REPORT. 


THE annual report of the Librarian of Con- 
gress was submitted to that body on the 6th 
inst. It shows that during the year there 
were 38,110 books and pamphlets added to 
the library, making a total of 995,166. Of the 
books added during the year 10,509 came 
through the operation of the copyright law. 
There weré other accessions of 16,605 pieces 
of music; prints, 14,048; maps and charts, 
3536, and manuscripts, 778. Among- the 
manuscripts secured during the year were 400 
letters and other papers written by Harman 
Blennerhassett, the friend of Aaron Burr. 

The total number of visitors to the library 
during the year was 655,439; of readers, 123,- 
844: of books issued, 396. There were 
94.798 copyright entries. 

Mr. Putnam renews his recommendation 


for a reference library for the use of Con- 
gress. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


THE financial operations of the Postal De- 
partment for the last fiscal year, according to 
the annual report of Postmaster-General 
Charles Emory Smith, are shown briefly in 
the following statement: 


Ordinary postal revenue............. $100,899,433-44 
Receipts from money order business. . 1,455,145.85 


Total receipts from all sources..... $102,354,579-29 
Total expenditures for the year...... 107,740,267.99 


Excess of expenditures over receipts. $5,385,688.70 


From this statement it will be observed 
that the revenues have now passed the $100,- 
000,000 mark; also, that while the expendi- 
tures were over $6,000,000 greater than for 
the previous fiscal year, the deficit for the 
year 1899-1900 was only $5,385,688, being 
$1,225,088 less than that of the previous yeax. 
The following is an estimate of the revenues 
and expenditures of the postal service, which 
has been transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1902:

Referring to the handling of second-class 
matter, in which the trade is specially inter- 
ested, General Smith says: “In my last an- 
nual report I pointed out the flagrant abuses 
which prevail in connection with second-class 
matter, and urged the importance of remedial 
legislation. As already indicated, this obli- 
gation is emphasized by the broad policy just 
developing of extending rural delivery 
throughout the country, the whole net cost 
of which could be paid by what would be 
saved in stopping the second-class abuses. 
The subject is one which should not be per- 
mitted to drop until the vital reform is ac- 
complished. There should be no abatement 
of the protest or effort against the perpetua- 
tion of evils which have insidiously grown up 
through the ingenious perversion of the law’s 
intent in furthering private interests and 
which have now become a heavy public bur- 
den. Their elimination, while doing no in- 
justice in any quarter, would effect a saving 
ranging from $12,000,000 to $20,000,000 a year, 
and would relieve the way for legitimate pos- 
tal advances in every direction.” 





TO BUILD SIX PAPER MILLS. 


Tue Milwaukee Sentinel, on the Ist inst., 
says that Wisconsin capitalists, some of them 
Milwaukee men, are said to be interested in 
six different propositions to build paper and 
pulp mills. At a low estimate the cost of 
these mills, if all are erected, will be $1,200,- 
000, and they will have an output of about 
two hundred and ten tons of paper dailv. 
One of the mills. is to have four machines 
and another only one, and the estimate given 
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is on the supposition that the other four mills 
will have only one machine each. If they were 
to have two machines each the estimate would 
be increased to about $1,800,000 and the 
amount of product to 310 tons. 

The proposit*yns include the erection of < 
four-machine paper mill at Appleton, Wis., 
with a pulp mill in the same vicinity. The 
cost would be approximately $500,000 and the 
output 100 tons of print paper daily. Other 
mills of smaller capacity and less cost are 
contemplated near St. Paul, Minn., at Petos- 
key, Mich., at Crystal Falls, Mich., and an- 
other at some place not yet announced. 


PUBLISHING IN CENTRAL AFRICA. 


THe Catholic fathers have a flourishing 
mission station on the west shore of Lake 
Tanganyika, at a place where the forest comes 
nearly down to the water’s edge. This place 
has been known for fifteen years on the maps 
as Mpala and much has been written about 
it as a station where the Catholic mission- 
aries have been trying to introduce civiliza- 
tion in a most practical manner. 

“Here in the depths of Central Africa,” ac- 
cording to the New York Sun, “they have 
been teaching the natives how to make brick 
and lumber, how to improve the quality of 
the iron they dig from their hills, how to 
make better implements from this useful 
metal and the best methods of tilling their 
crops. A great many natives have come from 
far around to enter the schools at Mpala. 

“A year ago this month the natives who had 
been taught to set type in the printing office 
made their first book. A few copies of it 
have reached Europe and attracted consider- 
able attention. The little book is a geogra- 
phy. It tells in the native language and in 
the simplest manner, something about the 
world. It gives the most interesting facts 
about the geography and peoples of some 
of the great nations. There are only fifty- 
six pages in it, but they contain a great deal 
of information without being crowded with 
so much detail as to make the story hard to 
read. 

“Father G. Van Acker wrote the little vol- 
ume, superintended the typesetting and print- 
ing, and made the map which adorns the 
work. The natives under his tuition attended 
to every mechanical detail, from typesetting to 
binding. The book is an excellent specimen 
of typography, considering that it is the first 
effort of the black printers who made it; and 
furnishes conclusive evidence that progress 
is making in the heart of Central Africa.” 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
KIPLING VS. R. F. FENNO & CoO. 


THE application by Rudyard Kipling for an 
injunction to restrain R. F. Fenno & Co. from 
further publication or sale of two editions of 
the author’s work came up before Judge La- 
combe on the 7th inst. in the United States 
Circuit Court. New York. Augustus T. Gur- 
litz appeared for Mr. Kipling, and Stephen M. 
Olin, of Olin & Rives, for the publishers. 

Mr. Gurlitz said that there was no question 
of copyright in the motion, but that it was 
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simply a suit brought to put an end to the 
publication of an unauthorized edition, which, 
by the use of Mr. Kipling’s trademark of an 
elephant’s head, was an attempt to stamp it 
as an author’s authorized edition. 

Mr. Gurlitz presented affidavits from John 
Kendrick Bangs, Samuel L. Clemens, F. P. 
Dunne and H. W. Mabie and Edmund Clar- 
ence Stedman, all of whom said that, from 
their own experience with their works, they 
had observed a decided inclination on the 
part of publishers to foist spurious editions 
upon the public, which they masqueraded as 
authorized editions. They all agreed that the 
intervention of the courts was necessary to 
stop this practice. Mr. Olin, for the defence, 
argued in favor of cheaper books, and praised 
publishers who got out editions that the poor 
people could buy. Judge Lacombe took the 
papers and reserved his decision.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Cuar.es E. Morris, proprietor of the Pow- 
ers, Block Book, Stationery and Art Store, 
Rochester, N. Y., died December 3, at his 
residence on Oxford Street, in that city. Mr. 
Morris was born at Rochester in 1840. He 
was a son of Owen Morris, who for years 
conducted a large bookbindery in the old 
Museum building on Exchange Street, where 
the Bank of Monroe now stands. Charles 
Morris as a boy was employed in the boox- 
store of George W. Fisher & Co., on Ex- 
change Street. He remained as clerk with 
this firm and its successors—Adams. & Ellis 
and S. A. Ellis & Co.—until early in the sev- 
enties he with his associate, Mr. Marion, suc- 
ceeded the old firm as Marion & s, 
which firm-name shortly after became C. E. 
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Morris & Co. In 1875 he became sole pro- 
prietor of the business which in 1880 was re- 
moved from the Ellwood building to the new 
Powers Block, where at first it occupied the 
store now used as a barber shop, until it was 
transferred to the stores on Main and State 
Streets, where it now is. 

Mr. Morris was an active and enterprising 
citizen. While never a seeker after office, he 
was active in politics and exerted influence 
with the leaders of the Republican party of 
the county. He was Collector of the Port at 
Rochester, from August 13, 1883, to May 31, 
1887. He was a member of Rochester Lodge 
660, F. and A. M., and Cyrene Commandery 
30, K. T. Mr. Morris was married in 1868 
to Sarah Thompson, who, with one daughter, 
Mrs. George W. Weldon, and one grand- 
child, one sister, Mrs. Henry B. Hoyt, and 
one brother, George O. Morris of Washing- 
ton, survive him. Mr. Morris had long been 
ably supported in the business by his brother- 
in-law, Henry B. Hoyt, who will very likely 
continue the business.

The Critic will begin in its January issue 
the publication of a series of papers of literary 
recollections by George M. Smith of the Lon- 
don Publishing house of Smith, Elder & Co. 
These are entitled “In the Early Forties,” and 
two instalments have already appeared in the 
Cornhill Magazine. 


AtFreD BartLett, 21 Cornhill, Boston, the 
publisher of The Cornhill Booklet, will pub- 
lish during the coming year an American edi- 
tion of The Page, an illustrated quarterly 
published in London, under the editorship of 
Edward Gordon Craig. The edition will be 
limited to 300 numbered copies, of which 288 
will be for sale to subscribers only for the 
four numbers at $4. A Christmas number of 
The Page will appear shortly. It will be the 
only number published in 1900 and the only 
number obtainable singly. 


THERE are published in New York City, ac- 
cording to the New York Evening Post, four 
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Arabic newspapers and one Arabic magazine. 
One of the newspapers used to be published 
daily; “but when the editor determined to 
work no longer from eight o’clock in the 
morning until six o’clock at night for his 
small stipend, and resigned one day, it was 
suddenly turned into a semi-weekly, for they 
could find no other scholar in the quarter 
capable of undertaking so much work in so 
short a space of time.” These papers circu- 
late in all parts of the United States and 
Canada, and find their way in numbers to 
Egypt, and, thoroughly censored, to the home 
land. The circulation, in fact, is said to be 
sufficient to make the business of publishing 
them quite a profitable one. 





BIBILIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


BEGINNING with the new year, the publica- 
tion house of Felix Dietrich of Leipzig will 
issue annual volumes of a “Bibliographie der 
Deutschen Recenzionen,” as a supplement to 
the “Bibliographie der Zeitschriften-Litera- 
tur.” The editor is the well-known littéra- 
teur, L. Jellinek, and the purpose is to fur- 
nish a list of the book reviews that have ap- 
peared during the year 1900 in about 1000 
scientific and technical journals of Germany. 


Tue J. C. Hinrich’sche Buchhandlung, 
Leipzig, proposes to publish a “Deutscher 
Verleger-Katalog,” (German Publishers’ Cata- 
logue,) which is to fill the gap left in German 
bibliography since 1893, when the publication 
of Heinsius’s “Biicherlexikon,” and of Rus- 
sell’s “Gesamt'verlagskatalog,” was suspended. 
The new work is to begin its records with 
1893, giving the titles of the Hinrichs’ half- 
vearly catalogues in unabridged form, ar- 
ranged under the names of publishers, and is 
to be published once every five years.
